THE LATHERS NEXT. 
They W ant More W ages and W ill Prob­ 
ably Strike. 
S an F ran cisco, April 11th.—A strike is 
reported as about to occur among the lath­ 
ers of the city, who have demanded a con­ 
siderable increase of wages over the rate 
now being paid. 
During the wet season, in which build­ 
ing operations were very much interrupted, 
the men working at this trade were satisfied 
to get $1 50 a thousand on a promise from 
the contractors to raise the rale to SI 75 a 
thousand as soon as work become more 
brisk. This latter rate has been prevailing 
for over a month, and the lathers iiave 
been able to average about $3 for a day's 
wages, working nine hours each day. 
Now that the prospect of the season is so 
encouraging for the building trades, owing 
to the immense number of new buildings 
that are to be constructed, the lathers have 
announced that after next week they shall 
demand $4 a day for nine hours' worK, 
thus changing tbe former system of piece 
work to one payable by the hour. 
A contractor, speaking of the situa­ 
tion this morning, said that a strike of 
the lathers was sure to occur periodically, 
ar.d did not surprise him. The number in 
tbe trade is not large, and they usually get 
ali that they ask for. The lathers say that 
they will s’rike if their demands are not 
complied with._____________

A lb u q u er q u e (N. M.), April 11th.—Yes 
terdav a Sheriff's posse located the hidiDg 
place of Porforio Trujillo's gang of out­ 
laws, who have been terrorizing the inhab­ 
itants of San Miguel county for the last six 
months, by stealing their horses and cattle. 
A running fight took place. One of the 
outlaws, named Zamora, was shot and 
killed by the posse, but the balance of the 
gang escaped to the mountains, and the 
posse had not been able to dislodge them 
at last accounts. There is a standing re­ 
ward for the capture of Trujillo, dead or 
alive.

San Jose, April 11th —Colonel Coleman 
Younger, organizer of the Santa Clara Val­ 
ley Pioneers, born at St. Charles, Mo., 
April 18, 1809, died suddenly of heart dis­ 
ease yesterday at his ranch, known as the 
"Forest Home.” The Colonel was a life­ 
long Democrat. He was a foremost raiser 
of thoroughbred Durhams on the coast. 
He was the organizer of the Santa Clara 
Valley Agricultural Society in 1853. He 
leaves a large estate.

Sisson, April 11th.—The arrest of John 
O. Welch, on a charge of forgery, creates 
considerable excitmetit. Welch is a mem­ 
ber of the firm of Bacon, Welch & Co. at 
Mott.

A Protest A gainst A bolition of Future 
D elivery. 
W a sh in g t o n, April 11th.—The House 
Committee on Agriculture to-day heard 
arguments against the Butterworth “anti- 
optiun" bill. 
Murry Neben, of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, said that that organization and ail 
Exchanges in the country were in sympa­ 
thy with the first section of the bill, to 
abolish .trading in puts and calls and 
bucket-shop dealings^ but to enforce the 
provision against trades for future delivery 
would force out of business small dealers 
and concentrate trade in the hands of large 
capit3iisis. who were able to purchase crops 
and hold them for a rise. To stop the sate 
for future delivery would be to interrupt 
and disarrange the emire financial system 
of the country. The bankers of the coun­ 
try moved the crops, and depend upon the 
transactions of small dealers in the country 
towhs for the basis of their transactions. 
The bill would' place the farmer at the 
mercy of the large capitalist, who would 
buy cash grain at such a price that he could 
hold it until Gabriel blew his horn, with­ 
out sustaining loss. 
George Martin, ot the New York .Produce 
Exchange, .maintained that the furmer 
never before received so great a per cent, of 
the value .of his crops as now. In his 
opinion the low series now prevalent are 
because of the recent series of large crops 
from which had been accumulated in store 
two hundred millions of bushels of corn, 
more than ever before in the history of tbe 
country. The merchant has suffered losses 
along with tbe farmer. In 1875 the com­ 
missions on a bushel of corn amounted to 
2i cents. Now the entire crop marketed 
on commission of one quarter ol a cent. If 
the bill passes three-quarters of the export 
trade of the country will be prescribed. 
J. O. Bloss, of the New York Cotton Ex­ 
change, read an argument against the bill, 
prepared by a committee of tha> Exchange, 
prefacing it with a protest against the bill 
signed by leading bankers of New York, 
in which they state that the passage of the 
bill would work great damage to legitimate 
trade, and that the banks find their risks 
of advances under the present system less 
than under the old. The argument cf the 
Cotton Exchange Committee holds that the 
effect of trading for future delivery has 
given the world's market a less violent 
character, reduced the risks of merchants 
and bankers, and, at the same time, se­ 
cured to the cotton planters a higher range 
of value* than was the case before the ex­ 
istence of the method of trading for future 
delivery. If the system is wiped out the 
Exchanges of New York and New Orleans 
would cease to exist, and this would trans­ 
fer the business to Europe and build Ex­ 
changes there. 
REPRESENTATIVE PHELAN.

He Has Som ething to Say About 
Trouble W ith Flem ing. 
W a s h i n g to n , April 11th.—Representa­ 
tive Phelan has written a caid in reference 
to bis trouble with Colonel Fleming, of 
Knoxville, in the course of which he savs 
that from one who had seemed to be anx­ 
ious to force him to the wail, Phelan did 
not expect the plea that he (Fleming) ig­ 
nored tbe code. Phelan says he does not 
defend the code, but has never been able to 
see the moral distinction between doing 
another a malicious mischief forbidden by 
the laws of God, and offering expiation 
forbidden by the laws of man; taat he 
acted hastily in sending a message designed 
to elicit a challenge, to a man who ignores 
the code. Phelan adds: "I assume that 
the bullying tone of Fleming’s refusal to 
accept a hearty apology was the result, 
among other things, ol an over-weening 
personal courage. Colonel Fleming, in his 
auswer, says I have made myself ridicu­ 
lous. This is true; but then I didn’t know 
Colonel Fleming as I do now.” 
Phelan concludes that in view of the 
scornful and insulting refusal to accept a 
frank apology, he thinks he can safely 
ieave it to that portion of the world which 
is brave, jnst and generous, to say whether 
what he did was without palliation, or not.

April llth —Ex-Governcr 
AroDza B. Corneli has been ruined by un­ 
fortunate financial ventures. He is now 
confined to his house. He is supposed to 
be insane. Stephen W. Dorsey, when he 
organized’ his American Dress Company a 
few years sgo, managed to induce Corned 
to take an interest How disastrous that 
venture proved is well known. It involved 
heavy lesses on Cornell. Later, he in­ 
vested in the Nigger Hill Tin Mining and 
Smelting Companv. This property was 
located in the Wyoming section of the 
Black Hills. Lack of water reduced the 
value of tbe property because it practically 
made it inoperative. It is now being 
worked just enough to prevent the Govern­ 
ment lrota forfeiting its claim right. 
Other rumors in connection with this 
property are to the effect that interested 
parlies are holding off with the expecta­ 
tion that Jim Wilson, of the Harney Peak 
Tin Mining and Smelting Companv, wili 
purchase it. There is $150.000 capital in­ 
vested in these Nigger Hill mines. The 
disastrous failure of the Southern Centfal 
Railroad, in which Corneli was jut investor, 
was also a heavy blew to him. An unfor­ 
tunate venture in real estate also had a 
good deal to do with the gradual decline of 
Cornell’s financial standing. Indeed, since 
the revelations of the notorious “blind 
pool." every tiling he touched seemed to 
end in disaster. Numerous creditors are 
trying to recover judgments.

W a sh in g t o n, April lLih.—Information 
has been received by the delegates to the 
International American Conference that 
the union of the Central American repub­ 
lics is complete, with the exception of 
Nicaragua, which is expected to ratif the 
articles of the union at the next meeting of 
the Congress. 
This union is only provisional, having 
in view within the next ten years the adop­ 
tion of a Federal Constitution ¡similar to 
that of the United States, should such be 
the popular will. 
In the meantime the confederation will 
act as practically one government in pub­ 
lic affairs, through a chief executive, a 
cabinet ot five members, and a diet ocm- 
posed of three representatives from each of 
the five republics. 
The latter, like our own States, wili re­ 
tail! independent statutes as to the super­ 
vision and regulation of their own domss- 
tic affairs. 
The President is to hold office for one 
year, and the honor is to be drawn for suc­ 
cessively. so that every Stale in due rime 
may be represented at the head of the gen­ 
eral government. 
The name of the union is to be the Re­ 
public of Central America. 
The new republic will be inaugurated at 
the capital of Honduras on the 15th of Sep­ 
tember next.

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FARM AND ORCHARD.

ING FORTY-ACRE FARMS.

(ieorge \V. Newell ot New York makes 
some suggestions in the American Ar/ricull- 
uraJUt in regard to cultivating small farms, 
w hich can be adopted with protit by Cali­ 
fornians. 
lie savs: 
I tried farming on a forty-acre tract for 
eig h t years, and was well pleased with the 
results. 
In M ichigan, Wisconsin, Indiana 
and some other States the system of small 
farm in': is enlarging in scope. 
I went into 
th e venture a little skeptical of the out­ 
come, having always regarded forty acres 
as merely a big lot on a fair-sized farm. 
A fter the experience mentioned, I am 
convinced that there are advantages that 
a sixteenth of a land section posseaes over 
a quarter. 
Kegarding the average of 
farmers, there are few who till more than 
forty acres, unless they are extensive graiu- 
raisers. 
A dairyman requires more laud 
for pasturage and meadow, but iu nine 
cases out of ten his cultivated area would 
not exceed the space mentioned. 
It takes 
only a mile of fence to inclose forty acres, 
including one on the highway border, 
w hich m ight be dispensed with. 
As the 
erection and maintenance of the other 240 
rods of line-fence falls only half on the 
owner of the premises, a great expense is 
saved. 
If the forty acres are reasonably 
level, and the dwelling and barns are 
near the highw ay, ruu a line parallel with 
th e road, clear across the farm. 
Then di­ 
vide the fields so that all have a frontage 
on the lane. 
The length of the fields give 
a long furrow, with its consequent advan­ 
tages. 
The house and farm are near to 
every field. 
The front, cut in twain by 
th e buildings and yards, can be utilized for 
orchard and small fruit culture. 
It is a 
m istake to suppose that forty acres aficrd 
only enough space for truck patch. < >f 
course, if near a good city market, truck- 
rai-ing will pay above anything else, but 
m ust needs depend on the cultivation of 
th e common staple crops. 
Do not neglect the orchard, for th at is 
the best financial auxiliary of the farm. 
T h e m arket is never overstocked with 
choice {tears and fine varieties of apples. 
O n a small farm it Is best to adhere to 
m ixed production, and not follow special 
cropping, unless it is clearly to advantage. 
T here are instances, as of raising corn aud 
vegetables for local canning, or sweet po­ 
tatoes and melons for shipping, where a 
specialty of production is desirable. 
We 
w ill suppose there are forty acres. 
< >n 
this one can advantageously keep three or 
four cows, and a good heavy draught- 
liorse, the latter to constitute “the team.” 
O f course, more cows could he kept, but 
we are not talking of an exclusive dairy 
farm. 
The m anure from the stock should 
all be carefully saved, and applied ju d i­ 
ciously to the land. 
The cows will yield 
calves every year, which may be vealed or 
kept to sell iu the fall. 
If a mare is sub­ 
stituted tor the horse, w ith care a colt 
could he raised each year. 
A hennery is 
indispensable to a small place. 
It would 
not dc to let the fowls run abroad and de­ 
stroy the crops, so it would loe necessary 
to provide ample yard accommodations 
and a well arranged hen-house. 
The gar­ 
den is an im portant auxiliary also. 
Not a 
little patch, but a broad tract of an acre 
o r two, where one can raise crisp celery in 
quantities to dispose of at wholesale, cu­ 
cumber- to put down into pickles, and 
numberless varieties of vegetables fully as 
profitable. 
When one gets right down to 
it and farms forty acres as it can and 
should be cultivated, he will find all of 
his tim e engaged from one year’s end to 
another, and last, but not least, will be his 
own master at all times. 


TREATMENT OF FRUIT TREES. 
Such diseases as black knot, grape rot, 
etc., are due to the presence of a vegetable 
parasite a fungus grow th), which is the 
product of m illions of invisible seeds, 
known as -jiores, which ripen on the trees 
and are blown in every direction by the 
winds. 
The dilficulty of preventing the 
disease is the danger in using adequate 
remedies, some of which are injurious to 
th e trees. 
The plum must battle not only 
w. h the parasitic enemy, but with the 
c.irculio as well, and these two difficulties 
I. ve rendered plum growing very unprofit- 
ut e in some sections. 
It is claimed that 
th f outer texture of the bark of the G er­ 
m an prune, Pond’s seedling and Im jierial 
gage plu.us render those varieties some­ 
w hat exempt from the attem pts of black 
knot, but the well-known 
Damson, one of 
th e most valuable of plums, is nearly 
always attacked. 
\\ bile the larm er 
and 
fruit grower 
should u-e all precautions t 
prevent the 
spread of black knot, yet he can do but 
little alone. 
To make 
| ! um-growing 
profitable there must be united action on 
the part of all fruit-growers in a neighbor­ 
hood. 
Not only must all diseased wood 
be cut away, but every portion of it 
should lie consigned to the flames and a 
careful watch kept over the trees to guard 
against a reappearance of the parasite, the 
spore- of which can only 1 e destroyed by 
an entire season’s work. 
Experienced 
fruit-growers claim that the black knot 
can l>e efiectually destroyed in two years 
if the fruit-growers will unite for that pur- 
{Kjse. 
The spores are in the soil, and can he 
destroyed early iu the season with the use 
o f germ icides. 
The exjieriments made on 
th e black rot of grajies dem onstrate that 
where me: - ires have been taken to pre­ 
vent the 1 - of the crop, they have been 
efiective, and the first work performed is 
th e sprinkling of the soil w ith Bordeaux 
m ixture, which is repeated every two 
weeks throughout the season. 
Treatm ent 
of frees and vines mi.-t be made also, but 
th e lie cinning is with the soil, where the 
sjsires have spent the winter. 
Nor should 
th e precautions cease on the harvesting of 
th e crop, for the use of germicides should 
continue late in the season, w hile all dis­ 
eased wood aud fruit -hould be consumed. 
T he liberal application of lime to the soil 
also largely assists in destroying the spores, 
but such a remedy should not lie whollv 
relied upon.— Philadelphia Record.

Bed pepper freely sprinkled over the 
leaves of house plants and on the surface 
of the - ¡1 keeps ofi ninny of the m.-eci 
j>ests. 
To prevent smut in corn or oat- steep the 
seed in a solution of four ounces of sulphate 
of copper d u e vitriol) in a gallon of water 
for every six bushels of seed. 
^ It is of no more use to feed cows on jnior 
feed than ¡t is to put poor wheat into a 
good mill. 
The machinery in both cases 
w ill turn out a poor and unprofitable pro­ 
duct. 
If you do not want the sills of your barns 
aud sheds to decay keep the dirt away 
from them >o that they will rem ain con­ 
stantly dry. 
This is easier than putting 
in new -ills. 
\ \ ell cultivated 
and 
fertilized soil 
stands clim atic conditions aud .changes 
better than pooT soil badly tilled. 
If the 
season be wet, dry or cold crops on poor 
aoil sutler the most. 
Liquid m anure is a grand, good fertil­ 
izer. 
But when specially saved in tanks, 
:is it sometimes is, it is very concentrated, 
and th at fact must be remembered when 
applying it to plants. 
A spirited horse may soon be made 
slow and spiritless by constant nagging, 
■ tw itching the lines, peevish urging, and 
many other wearing processes that fretful 
drivers invent and practice. 
If you want to grow ferns put them in 


the shadiest place. 
In the house a north 
window, where the sun does not strike, 
is the best place. 
H anging ]>ots of ferns 
can he successfully cultivated in such a 
place. 
A farmer whose cows ard work-horses are 
poorei in the spring than in the fall isn t 
mu ll of a farmer. 
If there i- any neces­ 
sity lor starving anything let the farmer 
starve himself, and not his helples- ani­ 
mals. 
H e will then know how it feels. 
The cellar of the house is the danger 
spot. 
Typhoid 
fever, diphtheria and 
other ailments may often he traced to de­ 
caying m atter iu the cellnr, assisted by 
the well th at has not been cleaned for 
several years. 
Every well, no m atter 
how clear and sparkling the water, should 
be cleaned out at least once a year. 
A t the American H orticultural meeting 
at Austin. Texas, Mrs. S. E. Sherman of 
Salado, Texas, read a paper on “The 
Honey Bee,’’ showing its usefulness to the 
horticulturist and the value of the honey 
it gathered, even if used only as a pre­ 
server of the fruit th e horticulturist raises. 
The paper was well received. 
F or a lawn sow at the rate of three 
bushels of blue grass per acre. 
This will 
cost §6, or §2 per bushel for excellent seed 
weighing fourteen pounds to the bushel. 
There is nothing better for a lawn. Redtop 
comes next. 
For a moist soil it is better. 
The price is but §1.25 per bushel of four- 
pounds, or§S per 100 pounds.— Rural Seu- 
Yorker. 
N ever grow trees of different kinds to­ 
gether until satisfied that one does not 
injure the other, as is frequently the case 
when plums are grown near peaches, thus 
inducing the curculio to sometimes attack 
the latter. 
A single wild cherry tree near 
an apple tree will; provide a harboring 
place for caterpillars, which finally injure 
the apple orchard. 
If you buy small roses in the spring my 
advice is that you plant them in pots or 
cans, and set these in a shallow box of 
earth, having the earth to come up to the 
top of the pots. 
These you can easily 
keep moist sufficiently, and they will la­ 
in fine condition for transplanting to their 
finai resting place by August. 
You will 
be having blooms all the summer, too, and 
w ith but little trouble.— Rural llame. 
It may be possible to give a nearly per­ 
fect ration for an anim al, but it is not 
always advisable to use such a ration. 
Jt 
is possible that iu some seasons or in some 
sections the cost of an element in that 
ration would make it unadvisable to feed. 
We must feed, to some extent, according 
to circumstances, always keeping in mind 
that it never pays to feed what will abso­ 
lutely injure the animal, however cheap 
it may be. 
Food values and 
analyses 
are 
well 
enough, but the farmer who keeps a sharp 
eye on his stock, and notes the appetite of 
each animal, will know more about how to 
feed and w hat to give them than all the 
learned “professors” in the country. 
We 
do not mean to infer th at the tallies of 
feeding values are useless, or that the 
efforts of scientists are futile, but animals 
difier in characteristics, and the only way 
to know is by practical observation. 
J . H . Hale, the introducer of the Ear- 
hart everbearing raspberry, says th at a 
“lim ited quantity of fruit out of season 
will sell at very liigh prices, but there is 
no demand for a very large supply ■; lienee 
he has never recommended the E arhart as 
a m arket variety ; but as a novelty for the 
garden it has no equal, and will give many 
a meal of delicious berries long after every­ 
thing else of the kind is gone. 
No fruit 
garden is complete without the E arhart.” 
We cannot too often repeat to inquirers 
after the best cow food, says the Jersey 
Bulletin, th at no one food known wiíl 
either bring or keep a cow up to her best 
work in butter-m aking, 
.‘short, fine, nutri­ 
tious grass is as good or better than any 
other one thing, hut the best of grass needs 
to be re enforced by more or less of grain. 
So the very best conceivable ration of 
grain needs to be re-enforced by grass or 
some other succulent food, such as good 
corn silage. 
A good compost for pot plants or any­ 
thing else can be made as follows: Skim 
ofi slices of sods, mix with fine brush and 
weeds, let get dry, and turn the whole 
mass. 
Mix this well with some leaf mold, 
well decomposed m anure (cow dung being 
best), one-third sand. 
This comjwst will 
grow anything in the ordinary line to per­ 
fection. 
If prepared in the fall, store out 
ot the reach of frost and turn occasionally. 
By spring it will be in admirable order. 
C ultivate less land if your m anure heap 
is small. 
There is just as much lack of 
judgm ent in endeavoring to cover ten 
acres w ith the manure th at should go on 
one acre as in using a lump of batter on 
ten slices of bread when it will only an ­ 
swer for one. 
Besides this, it takes more 
labor to spread the m anure on ten acres 
than on one. 
Concent -»e your labor, con­ 
centrate your manure, and you may con­ 
centrate your crops w ithout lessening the 
quantity. 
There is no argum ent we can jtossiblv 
use in favor of fooling away valuable time 
and wasting your energies in keeping com­ 
mon dung-hill fowls. 
It costs no more to 
rear good birds than bad ones. 
If you 
rear a lot of scrubs you can sell neither 
eggs nor poultry at any price. 
You will 
take more pride in good poultry than poor 
stock, and will he much more apt to make 
the business a success if you are proud of 
your birds and delight to show them ofi to 
visitors or fanciers. 
By all means keep 
pure stock. 


A correspondent to the Fanners’ Club 
Journal says he “filled an old basket, with 
the liottom partly out, w ith scraps from 
the meat m arket, and hung it up in his 
coop where the youngest chickens were 
confined. 
The blowflies had a regular 
barbecue over it, aud in twelve hours from 
the time the basket was hung up the little 
maggots were dropping from the bottom in 
a sm all shower. 
T he chickens feast on 
them and will eat hardly anything else, 
and grow as chickens never grow on boiled 
rice or comm eal.”

Eli-. R ecord U nion : On Friday even­ 
ing. M arch 21st, the parlors at 1215 Sutter 
street were well filled with an assemblage 
of gentlemen and ladies who had come to 
listen to a lecture given by a Russian 
Princess who is now visiting in this city. 
The Princess M arthe Engalitchefifs fam­ 
ily is one of the oldest and most aristocratic 
in the Empire, and when at home she 
moves in the highest circles, as her lofty 
bearing and proud step fully indicate- 
Though high in stature she is not too tall 
to lie graceful. 
H er figure is perfectly 
symmetrical ; the pose of her head haughty 
and her m anner dignified ; her under lip 
curls with the accum ulated family pride of 
centuries; her complexion is of the fair 
northern type; the features of her face 
regular and the nostrils flexible like those 
of high-spirited anim als; she has a blue 
penetrating eye and auburn hair. 
She 
was dressed in perfect French taste, which 
adorned and beautified her person. 
She 
rem ained seated while speaking, but be­ 
fore she commeuced her lecture she arose 
from her seat to the full hight of tier com­ 
manding form, and in all the dignity aud 
power w ith w hich a true Princess is sup­ 
posed to be naturally endowed, she em­ 
phatically denic-d th at she had been sent 
out here from Russia, under the auspices 
of the Czar, to contradict erroneous im ­ 
pressions made among the people of the 
U nited States by late writers against the 
Government of Russia. 
She said slie came here of her own free 
will and pleasure, having a desire to see 
and learn som ething of America and its 
people. 
She then sat down and proceeded 
w ith her lecture, saying that she 'hould 
speak more particularly of society 
i_- to 
he found in St. Petersburg, which 
im­ 
posed of families who have been educated 
and cultivated for centuries. 
There areno 
better educated and cultured class of jieo­ 
ple in Europe. 
Of course society there is 
led by the Czar, and consists of all those 
belonging to the reigning family, together 
with the court officials, officers belonging 
to the army and navy and the foreign Em­ 
bassadors. 
The one great ambition in so­ 
ciety in St. Petersburg, to those who have 
not this right by birtli, is to be introduced 
at court. 
The Russian nobleman is not ambitious 
to make money, but to have high official 
position. 
Large fortunes were formerly 
more common than now. 
Since the serfs 
were liberated the peasants ask a high 
price for their labor, and the nobles, or 
lords, do not like to be bothered about 
rents, and they employ agents who cheat 
both lord and peasant, and it is altogether 
a bad business. M eantim e fortunes dwindle 
away. 
The people in St. Petersburg live 
in dats. There are very few small houses as 
in American cities. 
The houses are very 
large and the rooms spacious, with every­ 
thing in them th at wealth, luxury and art 
combined can do to make them attractive 
abodes for intellectual, cultured and re­ 
fined jieople. 
They all sleep late in the 
morning—even the trades jieople. 
There 
are never many jieojile astir there before 
10 or II o’clock : and if you wish to call 
upon a high official it is best not to go be­ 
fore 12 o’clock. 
This is not because the 
people are indolent, but because they sit 
up so late at night. 
They are very fond 
of ojtera and th eaters; and it is a very- 
common thing for a gentleman aud lady to 
invite a large jiarty to dinner and to the 
opera afterwards. 
A while before dinner 
the family and guests assemble in the 
dining-room, and there, standing in a cor­ 
ner of the room, is a table sjiread with 
cakes, bread, crackers, ¡mte de foie yeas, 
ham, several kinds of dried fish, whisky 
and brandy, with various other things 
which the guests are expected to jiartake 
of as an appetizer. 
A t G o’clock they sit 
down to dinner. 
The first course is souji, 
served with a small patty filled w ith fish 
from the Volga river. 
Then follows fish 
and the usual courses of meats and desert, 
to be found ujton the a'des of the wealthy 
among all the nations of civilized Eurojte. 
There are some strictly Russian dishes, 
hut the «Hiking is mostly French. 
None 
but men wait at table.. 
After dinner the guests, children and 
every member of the family go up to the 
host and hostess and shake hands, the 
ladies kissing the hostess, and every one 
thanking her for her salt and kind enter­ 
tainm ent. 
After returning from the thea­ 
ter a delicate supper awaits them of meats, 
cakes, whisky, brandy- and cigars. 
The 
samovar (tea-kettle) steams with hot tea. 
They sit long over these m idnight meals, 
and reluctantly leave their pleasant social 
talks to go to lied at all. 
W hen they do 
not go out for the evening's entertainm ent 
friends come in, informally, w ithout invi­ 
tation, to jiass the evening. 
The elders 
always join in cards, while the younger 
ones have music or dance or flirt. 
T heir 
rooms are so wide and sjiacious that guests 
seeking different amusements do not inter­ 
fere with each other. 
The card jilavers 
seldom sjieak unless it is to say a sharp 
word of reproof to some one who ha^m ade 
a mistake. 
They always play for money, 
though in private houses it is for small 
sums. 
At the young men’s clubs enor­ 
mous quantities of money change hands, 
and men often ruin themselves and their 
families at play. 
The room where the 
card players sit is densely filled with 
smoke, for the women smoke as well as 
the men. 
So attached are they to card 
tilaying th at very few old jieople could be 
induced to go out for an evening unless 
they could indulge in th eir favorite game. 
The city is almost deserted in summer. 
Every one *oes to the country, or away 
somewhere, both high and low. 
They 
return in the autum n and put uji stoves 
in every room in the house tire-jilaces, also 
in the rooms kindle a kindly light, and 
when the ice cold days come, and the -now 
flies in the air, the bright lamjis and can­ 
dles are lighted, a delicious warmth per­ 
vades the atmcsjihere of liie large rooms, 
and the inside of a Russian's palatial 
house, luxurious in all its appointments, 
forms a strange contrast to the fierce 
breath of the out-door air. 
Then come 
balls, music and entertainm ents, thick and 
fast, until lent. 
A ball at the W inter Palace is a gorge­ 
ous sight. 
The guests arrive in carriages 
deejilv wrapped iu furs. 
They ascend the 
marble stejis of tbe wide, grand stair-c-ase, 
and at the top are m et by servants who 
relieve them of their furs and wrajis. 
After the arrival of all the guests llie 
Czar and Czarina enter, and with imjios- 
ing dignity walk through the room, the 
guests falling back on either side, the Czar 
and Czarina bowing graciously. A t length 
the Czar chooses a partner—always some 
lady of rank, or the wife of some foreign 
Embassador— whom he wishes to honor. 
T he Czsrina has for a jiartner some gentle­ 
man of the reigning fam ily—frequently 
her son. 
She is very fond of dancing, and 
to see her slight and graceful figure sway­ 
ing through the mazes of the dance one 
would scarcely believe th at site was 40 
years old aud the m other of a son already 
grown to manhood. 
T he Czar does not 
enjoy dancing. 
The splendor of the W inter Palace ball­ 
room has been so often described th at most 
every one is fam iliar with it. 
There is no 
gas; but electric lights and blazing lamps 
illum inate 
a scene 
marvelous as the 
beauty of fairy land. 
Silks and satins 
shim m er in the brilliant lig h t; bright col­ 
ored velvets glow w ith a luster like that 
of the morning dew on ripe fru it; jewels 


flash and jiearls are radiant, while their 
tinted, subdued rays highten the enthu­ 
siasm of the emotional. 
It is a scene of 
brilliancy, gorgeousness and beauty once 
looked ujion never to be forgotten. 
The 
dance goes on—waltz, j>olka. e tc .; and at 
last the Polish dance, which requires an 
activity and agility possessed by few. 
The dancers apjiear to almost fly in poeti­ 
cally graceful movements in tim e with the 
ravishing strains of music from the grand 
orchestra. 
At last the gentlemaii kneels 
to his {partner and she gives him her hand 
to rise again to his feet. 
It is a brave and 
beautiful dance inspiring to wituess. 
A sumptuous banquet follows the danc­ 
ing, and sparkling wines 
refresh 
the 
wearied dancers. 
Meantime a weird aud 
strange sight is to he seen outside under 
the sjiectral branches of the leafless trees 
and amidst the dark-leaved firs and pines. 
There you see built huge bonfires, which 
send out red gleams of warmth over the 
cold, w hite snow, aud mingle with the 
silvery snow-beams. 
Around these fires, 
after they have disposed of their horses, 
gather the coachmen. 
There they spend 
the night tellinsr stories and exchanging , 
social gossip w ith each other while the 
merry dance goes on inside the Palace 
walls. 
T iieir strong, dark faces, sharply 
silhouetted in the "clear moonlight and 
firelight, they make a fantastic and pictu­ 
resque picture at which their masters a ize 
through the glass of tiieir carriage win­ 
dows and leave w ith lingering regret. The 
fascination of this wood fire scene, outside 
the walls, is not one of the least of the 
charms of the Emperor’s ball, and the 
Princess often wondered if they ever drew 
any unhappy comparisons between their 
own destiny and that of their masters. 
The Russians religiously abstain from 
eating meat iu Lent, ami devote them ­ 
selves to the forms of religious worship re­ 
quired by their church. 
No one goes to 
ojieras, theaters or balls: but while it would 
not be considered good form to attend 
those jilaces, it is jierfectlv so to go to con­ 
cert-. 
The Russian is passionately find of 
music, and for the la-t twenty-five* years 
has advanced rapidly in its knowledge and 
practice 
St. Petersburg is at ¡ire-etit rich 
in musical resources. 
Easter is one of the great holidays of 
the year. 
The Czar and Czarina dress in 
the national Russian costume, in long 
fl iwing robes of green velvet, and followed 
I 
a jirocession of the royal family with 
and solemn tread the Czar walks uji 
it., aisle of the Palace Chapel. 
Arrived 
at the altar the jiriest intone- “ C hrist has 
arisen.” 
The Czar resjxinds, “ Christ has 
arisen indeed.” 
H e then returns to his 
home, where a sumptuous Easter banquet 
i- spread before him. 
W hile this scene is 
enacted in the chajiel of the Czar the same 
is taking place ail over Russia. 
All re­ 
joice in the glad festivities of Easter. 
In 
front of the churches stand long tables 
filled w ith eatables and drinkables, and 
conspicuous among them is the national 
i drinK called vodka. 
The festival of eat­ 
ing and drinking goes on until the sjiec- 
tacle of intoxicated men is so frequent in 
the street that they cause no remark hv 
any one and jiass entirely unnoticed, even 
by jiolicemen. 
T he streets of the city in w inter present 
a most anim ated appearance as the sleigh 
hells ring out in the bright clear air, and 
the gaily appointed sleighs and high- 
sjiirited horses, active and restive under 
the cold, glance iike meteors, hither and 
thither, with their burdens of beautiful 
ladies wrapjied in deeji idled and shining 
furs. 
But one of the most exhilarating 
and rom antic amusements is a long sleigh 
ride by moonlight out of the city. 
The 
sledges come to the door, the ladies are 
warmly clothed in furs from head to foot, 
and after all is on a white cashmere shawl 
is thrown over the top of the head. The air 
is jmre and vitalizing, and they are so 
well jirotected from the cold air that there 
is nothing to jirevent them from enjoying 
the ride. 
On rush the horses. 
They also 
partake of the bracing atmosphere. 
On 
and on they go faster and faster over the 
beautiful snow sparkling in the moon­ 
beams. 
The exciting interest of the ride 
increases the nerve tension each moment, 
until they 
ail arrive at some country 
hotel, jireviously agreed upon, where they 
are ushered into large, beautiful rooms 
filled w ith an atmosphere of delicious 
w arm th, aud they are immediately served 
with warm or hot drinks of various kindte, 
and afterward they jiartake of an elegant 
supjier. 
Freely flows the wine and sjiark- 
ling charujiagne. 
W it and repartee is as 
spontaneous and quick as thought. 
The 
ride has given every one a keen ap jietite; 
and after the repast is over a band of gvji- 
sies is introduced with their musical in­ 
strum ents and weird songs for their enier- 
tainm ent. 
There are usually a dozen, 
more or less—some young girls who are 
always accompanied by one old woman. 
As they stand in a semicircle, their dark 
elfin locks hanging down over their shoul­ 
ders and straggling about their faces, their 
blazing black eyes reveal jiassions unknown 
to civilized races, to which they give ex- 
jiression in their wild songs and wail out 
ujxin their musical instrum ents. 
They 
possess a jiower to congeal the blood with 
sadness, or set it on fire with their own in­ 
tense enthusiasm. 
They are the most 
strangely fascinating people ujion the face 
of the earth. 
A t last the revelers rearrange their 
tvrajis for another encounter with the cold 
m idnight air, and are soon warmly be­ 
stowed in their sledges for a swift ride 
back to their homes, having jiartaken of 
an amusement which can be enjoyed oulv 
where the climate jirovides it. 
T he opera house also jiresents an ani­ 
mated ajqiearance not to be seen in the 
other cities of Eurojie on account of the 
large number of army and navy officers, of 
many different nations, dressed in full 
uniform, in the audience. 
The ladies are 
magnificently dressed, and 
leave their 
wraps w ith their footmen outside. 
Before 
the jierformance commences the Czar, w ith 
all the audience, rise and sing the national 
hymn with grand effect. 
The boxes and 
seats are larger and better arranged than 
those of most other cities, and one can 
make a call ujion a friend lietween the 
acts without discommoding the occupants. 
T he merchants aud trades jieojile of St. 
Petersburg do not mingle iu what is called 
society. 
Of course they have their own 
entertainm ents and social gatherings. The 
m erchants studiously conform to the ritu ­ 
alistic ceremonies of liis church. 
W hen 
lie enter- a house for the first tim e he 
bows almost to the floor and pronounces a 
blessing. 
W hen lie enters his bedroom he 
never fails to cross him self and adore the 
shrine, underneath which a lamp is always 
burning in a corner of the room. 
Previ­ 
ous to P eter the G reat’s tim e the women 
wore vails and remained mostly inside 
their houses. 
Peter commanded th at they 
should remove th eir vails and walk abroad 
in the public streets, which they have 
since done. 
T he condition of the serfs is sad indeed. 
Centuries of slavery has made them stupid, 
and it is hard to arouse them to feel the 
needs and delights of an education. T heir 
love for the national stim ulant, the intox­ 
icating vodka, adds to their indifference 
and stupidity. 
They treat their wives in 
a cruel manner. 
A young jieasant selects 
his wife for no other object than to find 
one strong and healthy that can help him 
work w ithout a particle of love. 
The girl 
sings a mournful wail when she leaves 
home, promising her jiarents that w hat­ 
ever sorrow she has to sutler iu her new 
home th at die will never comjilain. There 
is a saying among the jieasauts, love your 
wife with all your heart and soul, but 
“ beat her as you do your furs.” 
A jieas- 
ant can be imprisoned for cruel treatm ent 
of his wife, and made to live on bread and 
water, but after he teturns home from his 
punishm ent, in retaliation he treats her so 
much worse than he did before, th at she 
very seldom complains, perfering to “ bear 
the ills she has.’ 
N othing but education 
and culture can lift them out of their pres­ 
ent anim al state of existence. 
I must ex­ 
press my great ndmiration of the manner 
in which I see all men treat women, both 


high and low, in America, and hope some 
time to see the same customs adopted in 
my own country and throughout the whole 
world. Russia and America have one jioint 
of resemblance, and that is, they 
both 
warmly w elcom e stra n g e rs a n d m ak e them 
feel at home. 
I have ex jie rle n c e d g re a t 
kindness from th e A m erican s, a n d form ed 
w arm frie n d sh ip s w h ich I hoj-e alw ay s to

"W hy not of the civilized world ?” inter­ 
rupted the Counselor Vasconcelos, dum b 
until this mum ent since the appearance of 
the respectable ana respected clergyman. 
At these words a sm ite came to the face 
of the ex-soldier, De Cervantes, while the 
rapid countenance of 
the fecund poet, 
Lope de Vega, took on a certain red color, 
as if the satisfaction received m ight be 
m utual in the two personages, as it was 
certainly his glory. 
"W e will ever be friends, Senor Cer­ 
vantes,” said his great rival, extending his 
two hands, taking the only hand disposable, 
and the other responded between sorrow 
and satisfaction 
"Ever, Senor Don Lope.” 
The other two, U rbina and the Counselor, 
kissed their hands, and Lope de Vega fol­ 
lowed the street mentioned, in the direc­ 
tion of his home in Francos street. 
For quite a space of time the look of Cer­ 
vantes, who had been left immovable, fol­ 
lowed him, as atso that of Urbina, and Vas­ 
concelos. who, making a step forward and 
turning his shoulder, as with the intention 
of proceeding with an interrupted sentence, 
his m onth opened, m urm ured these words : 
“Monster of N ature!” 
True it is that at this time, ana before 
this phrase could have been answered by a n ­ 
other, alm ost in the same mom ent there 
went from the lips of the yet young Lope 
de Vega: 
"If there did not exist a Cervantes, Lope 
would have no riv a l!”

TH E PRESIDENCY OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


During the campaign which preceded 
the selection of the Honorable Horace 
Davis for President of the University, M r. 
Davis assured his frends and the Regency 
.th a t if the honor was conferred upon him 
he would make the Presidency of the 
institution the career of his life, that he 
would forego all other business, and that 
he would concentrate his best thought and 
his best efforts on the conduct of the Uni­ 
versity. 
In his letter of acceptance, he 
reiterated these assurances, declaring that 
he would remove to Berkeley to reside. 
This was a factor of his election—his resi­ 
dence at Berkeley. The objection to him 
was that he was conducting a large and 
profitable milling and banking business in 
San Francisco, that he was a resident of 
that city, that the personal presence of 
the President of the University was neces­ 
sary to a proper sympathy between the in­ 
stitution and its responsible head. The 
apprehension that his attention would be 
divided between his private business and 
his official duties was allayed by the assur­ 
ance that his business would lie given up. 
Such is the history of the understand­ 
ing between the President of the Univer­ 
sity and the Regents who were asked to 
elect him to the office. 
Mr. Davis will 
not give up his business, and continues to 
reside in San Francisco. In the mean­ 
time, the disciplinary affairs of the Uni­ 
versity are not in a satisfactory condition. 
I t should, however, have been stated in 
its proper connection that a residence cost­ 
ing $25,000 was purchased for the use of 
the President of the University, in antici­ 
pation of Mr. Davis’ occupancy. 
That 
residence is vacant. 
Mr. Davis continues 
to run his mill, and the question whether 
he should be permitted to do so is, there­ 
fore, one of legitimate public criticism. 
At a recent meeting of the Board of Re­ 
gents, held in San Francisco, a resolution 
was passed requiring all professors and 
assistant professors, holding positions in 
the 
faculty, to live at Berkeley. 
In 
executive session, the President of the 
University was made an exception to this 
rule, at least such is the report, as printed 
in the San Francisco papers. 
The Regents 
are entitled to the confidence of the public 
until they commit some act justifying a 
forfeiture of that confidence; but we con­ 
fess to some misgivings as to the wisdom 
of requiring subordinates without adequate 
authority to reside in or near an institu­ 
tion of learning, when the paramount 
authority is permitted to disobey a reason­ 
able and salutary rule. The Presidency 
of the University was to Mr. I>avis the 
opportunity of a lifetime. 
He possesses 
the educational qualifications and 
the 
necessary administrative experience and 
ability to place the University of Califor­ 
nia in the foremost rank among the great 
institutions cf learning upon this conti­ 
nent, but he cannot do this and conduct a 
large and intricate private business, de­ 
manding a portion of his daily attention, 
and at the same time reside entirely 
out of the atmosphere of 
the insti­ 
tution. 
A 
President 
thus 
employed 
and thus related to an institution of 
learning, may act in tha capacity of a 
visiting committee of one, may sustain in 
general a supervisory reiation, but he can­ 
not be the President by that absolute 
blending of mind and thought and pur­ 
pose with the institution, which is the one 
guarantee of success. 
The great Presi- 
ilents of universities have been men so 
thoroughly imbued with the educational 
mission with which they stood charged 
that they had neither the taste, the incli­ 
nation nor the capacity for the conduct of 
a grist-mill, a saw-mill, a dry-goods store 
or a bank, or any other mere money-mak­ 
ing device. 
It has been the curse of 
Pacific Coast institutions that some ingre­ 
dient of provincialism must constantly be 
interpolated in their management. 
How 
would it sound if the paramount heads of 
the great universities of Oxford, Cam­ 
bridge, Yale and Harvard were playing 
the parts of bulls and bears in Thread- 
needle street, London, and IVall street 
Few York.

POSTAL INCOMPETENCY. 


There is something radically wrong 
with the mail service between San Fran­ 
cisco and this city, and from such exam­ 
ination as we have made, we are convinced 
that the fault resides at the other end of 
the line.

Instances like this are constantly occur- 
ing. A correspondent telegraphs that an

The attention of Postmister Bryan is 
called to this grievance. 
It is one of no 
small moment, but of grave importance. 
He will certainly not consider it trivial 
when he is assured that because of the 
evil specified serious losses in business 
have been suffered here, and domestic com­ 
munications, involving life and death, 


have been delayed until too late to enable 
the assistance required to be forwarded as 
requested. 
If this open complaint results 
in no rectification of the abuses charged,

BRAZILIAN REPRESSION. 


There is reason to fear that the tra­ 
ditions of Imperialism cling to the Bra­ 
zilians with dangerous tenacity. The Pro­ 
visional Government appears to be in 
mortal dread of every citizen who ventures 
to have an opinion, and to express it. 
Every time any act ¿if the Government is 
objected to, the temporary officials gather 
the objector by the neck and heels and 
land him in prison. 
A Sergeant and a 
Corporal of the city guard in Rio had a 
barrack-room quarrel, and immediately 
the Government, in fear of an uprising, de­ 
clared martial law. If a critic of the Gov­ 
ernment ventures to point out a blunder, 
the repressive policy is invoked, and power 
exerted to suppress the man. Tiiis is no 
way to build a republic. The Provisional 
Government is too fearful; it distrusts the 
people, and that is the surest wav to lose 
their respect and to destroy loyalty to the 
new order of things. The provisionals 
should trust the people; teach them that 
they are not only at liberty to speak and 
write their opinions freely, but th a t no 
one fears the overthrow of the Govern­ 
ment because of the exercise of the right. 
Just as soon as the people understand that 
there is nothing of the repressive order to 
be invoked against them, their utterances 
will lose the character of assaults, aud will 
have no more eflect than ordinary debates 
of a domestic order. 
If the Brazilian 
Government cannot endure criticism, then 
it is woefully weak, and ought to he over­ 
thrown. 
If it must he supported by the 
military arm, then it has not the confi­ 
dence of the people and cannot stand. 
If 
its measures are so fragile that they can­ 
not be debated by the people except in se­ 
cret, then they ought to be broken. Prob­ 
ably the full limit of freedom of speech we 
enjoy cannot be permitted in the outset in 
Brazil, because the present generation has 
been raised aud trained to the system of 
government that is backed by the military 
arm. 
But repression should not be so 
rigid as in the old autocracies. 
There 
can be no republic-building except on re­ 
pose in the love of the people for republi­ 
can institutions; that is, to the full extent 
that they are capable of under-landing 
what a republic and what civil freedom 
mean. 
Surrounded as is Brazil by repub­ 
lics, intelligent as are tbe best classes of 
her people, it certainly cannot be necessary 
to carry on tbe new Government upon the 
lines of the empire, and without trust in 
the people. 
But if it is necessary, then 
Brazil has but exchanged one monarch for 
another. 


J. R. E l l io t t , in his recent monograph 
on “American Farms,Tbeir Condition and 
F'uture,” one of the “Questions of the Day” 
series, states a fact worthy of more atten­ 
tion than is given it: 
that “as people 
gather more into cities, a larger proportion 
of the nation becomes more subject to ner­ 
vous disorders, and a consequent suscepti­ 
bility to intemperance, a 
habit 
that 
further impairs the moral, the mental and 
the physical capacities of 
men.” 
It 
certainly requires no labored statistical 
proof to establish that tbe cities contain a 
larger proportion of excessive drinkers 
than the country. *

THE SACRAMENTO CLUB STRIKES A 
WINNING GAIT. 


An E x c e lle n t Game of Ball Between the 
Home Team and the Oakland^ 
—Six to Three. 


Contrary to expectation, the patronage 
extended to the week-day league games in 
this city has been excellent. Friday, es­ 
pecially, has not been heretofore regarded 
as a good day for subutban sports, but the 
attendance at yesterday's ball game was 
excellent, the large number of ladies pres­ 
ent beiDg a feature of the grand stand. The 
game between the Oaklands and Sacra­ 
mentos was an exciting one from start to 
finish, and although the home team gener­ 
ally maintained the lead, their admirers in 
the grand stand kept their seats until the 
last man in the visiting nine was put out, 
and then it was time for them to shout, 
and they took advantage of the opportunity 
by a grand outburst of applause. TheOal;- 
lands are the best club in the league in an 
up-hill game, and if they don't win a con­ 
test, they keep their opponents in consider­ 
able worry, and play bard ball unlil the 
end of the game. Even though the Sacra­ 
mentos were three runs in the lead at the 
erd cf the first half of the ninth inning, 
nobody appeared to think they had a sure 
thing, and 10 have seen Oakland hat cut a 
victory would have occasioned no great 
amount of surprise. The Sacramentos, 
however, held them down, and won the 
gEme handily. The fact ihut the Oaklands 
allowed seven of their opponents first base 
on bails played a very important part in t eir 
own. defeat, and their batting, also, was not 
as -ifective as usual, owiiig to Harper’s ex­ 
cellent control of the ball, whom they 
coaid find for but stven bits. Meegan also 
pitched a steady game, but allowed the 
Sacramentos to bunch ih*-ir hits too often. 
The diamond and outfield were in per­ 
fect condition, and brilhant fielding was 
the main feature of the gime. Toe out­ 
field of the Oaklands made no less than 
eight put outs, and of these C. O’Neill, in 
the left garden, is credited with five. Some 
of his running catches were remarkable, 
and as a fielder he is no doubt the equal of 
•‘Danny” Long, who played with Oakland 
last year. 
Lohman caught a spiendid 
game, and Mtegau could not have wished 
for better suppoit behind the bat. Duagan 
and Hill, the center and right fielders of 
the Oaklands, did most of the batting, 
though a three-bagger b? Lohman helped 
to enlarge the score of the visiting nine. 
On the part of the Sacramentos the play­ 
ing cf Ileitz was particularly noticeable, 
and 83 a second baseman and infielder be 
is second to none in the League. He is al­ 
ways cool and deliberate in his work, and 
is beginning to be relied upon as one of 
Sacramento's best batters. In the eighth 
inning he gathered up a hot grounder from 
Dungan’s bat that appeared to be alto­ 
gether out of bis reach, and the fact that 
the play was made in a critical stage of the 
tame, made it ail the more effective. On 
his three-bagger in the sixth inning both 
Zeigler and Daiy scored. 
The work of Roberts in left field was 
worthy of special notice, and his superior 
as a fielder unquestionably does not exist 
on this cjast. He can gauge, catch a ball 
and cover more territory than any other 
nelder, and when a fly-ball is knocked in 
bis direction the audience often cheer be­ 
fore the sphere reaches his hands, he so 
seldom misses it. 
G idar’s running catch of a foul ball in 
the fifth inning was a feature of the game. 
Bowman caught for the Sacramentos 
until the fourth inning, when he retired 
on account of an injured linger. McHale 
came in from right field and did the back­ 
stop work during the rest ot the game. 
Zeigler took his place in right field and 
made two put-outs while guarding that 
position. McHale was exceedingly wild 
in his throwing to second base, but his 
catching, with the exception of a passed 
ball, which gave the Oaklands a run in 
the fifth inning, was very good. Bowman 
is. however, much his superior, and as 
good a catcher as any of the clubs have. 
He is not only a good backstop, but a 
batter and thrower. Not a man stole sec­ 
ond base on him yesterday. 
Stapleton accepted ten ctiances without 
an error, and Daly’s work at short was neat 
and quick. 
His error was e misunder­ 
standing between himself and Godar as to 
who should field a grounder. Goodenough 
and he carried off the honurs in the bat; 
ting liDe, each securing three hits out oí 
five times to the bat. 
An amusing incident occurred in the 
seventh mning. Goodenough bit a slow 
grounder along the line toward third base, 
and both O'Neill and Meegan made a dash 
for it. They saw, however, that the run­ 
ner would reach the initial before thev 
could field it, so neither of them stopped 
the ball, but followed it up until it touched 
the cushion at third base. Their hope was 
that it might roll outside the line and be 
called a foul. Such was not the case and 
O'Neill was compelled to smile as he 
picked it up.

FREE KINDERGARTENS. 
The Froebel Society's Good AVork—An­ 
other Seliool to be Ox»eued 
At the first annuai meeting of the Sacra­ 
mento Free Kindergarten Association, re­ 
cently held, the c fiicers' reports gave a 
good showing lor the past year. The la­ 
dies enthusiastically entered upon a new 
year of work, unanimously re-electing 
each officer. The noble work done 6v this 
organization warrants a brief history of its 
labors. 
On March 28, 1SS9, fifteen ladies, alive to 
the importance of the work, met and 
pledged their aid for a year íd establishing 
a free kindergarten, believing that at the 
expiration of that lime the school would 
be looked upon as a necessity and would 
stand upon too Sim a basis to collapse. 
Nor were they disappointed. In April, 
a kindergarten wa3 opened at Second 
and M streets, with thirty children and one 
teacher, but when the Froebel Society was 
organized in October, 1889, a second room 
and teacher were provided, thus accommo­ 
dating thirty-five more pupils. The aver­ 
age attendance 3ince that time has been 
about sixty, and it is gratifying to know 
that the residents in that quarter of the 
city now feel that it would be the greatest 
calamity to have the school closed. 
The Froebel Society consists of about 
fifty young ladies. They have their own 
officers, by-laws, and bank account, but 
are under the direct advice of their mother 
society, and auxiliary to it. At the month­ 
ly meetings an Executive Committee of 
three is appointed from each society to con­ 
fer together upon all matters o f import­ 
ance, so that they may act in UDison and 
aid each other. 
Recent donations of $150 from Mrs. H at­ 
tie Alexander, and $50 from I). O. Mills’ 
Bank have so far assisted the ladies that 
the Froebei Society feel warranted in open­ 
ing another school, which :s to be located 
on the corner of Filth and P streets, and 
will be i* running order by the last of the 
month. 
The schools for the most part are sup­ 
ported by monthly subscriptions, ranging 
from ten cents to a dollar (or more). Surelv 
this charity is worthy the interest of the 
community.

particularly noted for his passion for ducks. 
The latter gentleman is one of the propri­ 
etors of the Canvasback, a pretty iittie 
pleasure steamer owned by the Sacramento 
Gun Ciub, and it requires a serious condi­ 
tion of county roads, wrecked bridges, etc , 
to keep him at his post when this little 
boat makes a trio up the river to the lakes 
rented by the club. 
“But the spoitsman of whom we are par­ 
ticularly proud is our talented County 
Clerk.

S h a m o k in (Pa.), April 10th —The H u n ­ 
garians have a peculiar custom, am ounting 
to a religious duty, of throwing water on 
people for two days after Easter. They 
think it bad luck for the throw er to fail in 
an attem pt to cover the victim with water; 
if successful, both will be blessed. At 
H ickory Ridge, no m atter who would pass

highway, these 
H ungarians 
would hurl water at them . Each year 
American miners have been greeted by 
buckets of water in their faces as thev 
emerged from the mines.

E x cellen ce of Salt. 
If the feet are tired or painful atter long 
standing, great relief can be had by bath­ 
ing them in salt water. 
A handful of salt 
to 'a gallon of water is the proportion. 
Have the water as hot as can be comforta­ 
bly borne. 
Immerse the feet and throw 
the water over the legs as far as the knees 
with the hands. When the water becomes 
too cool, rub briskly with a flesh towel. 
This method, if used night and morning, 
will cure neuralgia of the feet. 
Carpets may be greatly brightened by 
first sweeping thoroughly and then going 
over them with a clean cloth and clear salt 
and water. 
Use a cupful of coarse salt, to 
a large basin of water. 
Salt as a tooth powder is better than al­ 
most anything that can be bought. 
It 
keejwthe teeth brilliantly white and the 
gums hard and rosy. 
If, after having a tooth nulled, the 
mouth is filled with salt and water, it 
will allay the danger of having a hemorr­ 
hage. 
To clean willow furniture use salt and 
water. 
Apply with a nail brush, scrub 
well and dry thoroughly. 
When broiling steak throw a little salt 
on the coals and the blaze from the drip­ 
ping fat will not annoy. 
Damp salt will remove the discoloration 
of cups and saucers caused by tea and care­ 
less washing. 
Brass work can be kept beautifully 
bright by occasionally rubbing with salt 
and vinegar. 
Wash the mica of the stove doors with 
salt and vinegar. 
Salt in whitewash will make it stick 
better.

C a r t h a g e n a , Colombia, 1".)0. 
One of the most interesting places on 
the Western Hemisphere is this ancient 
Carthagena, a city hallowed by history, 
romance and tradition, but now wearing 
an air of decayed gentility pitable to l>e- 
hoki. 
By consulting a map you will lind 
it near the Caribbean coast of Colombia, a 
little way west from the mouth of the 
Magdalena. 
In the days of Philip II. it 
was the most strongly fortified city on tiie 
continent, the headquarters of the Spanish 
naval forces in the New World, the great 
rendezvous of the galleons that came for 
treasure, and until a comparatively late 
day it continued to be the principal com­ 
mercial metropolis of the vast region 
known as “New Granada.” 
Its prominence was partly due to the 
celebrated mines just back of the town, 
from which many tons of gold were sent to 
Spain. 
S_>me idea of the richness mav be 
imagined from reading the old records 
that yet remain in the archives of Cartha­ 
gena. 
These documents set forth the tact 
that the King's share was one-fifth part of 
alt the gold produced, while another fifth 
went to the church; and that, during 
more than two centuries, the King's por­ 
tion amounted to several millions of dol­ 
lar- every year. 
Since human nature has 
beeu about the same through all the ages, 
it is not entirely certain that the share to 
which his Majesty considered himself en­ 
titled was always «entirely up to the mark ; 
but at any rate the galleons carried away 
tons upon tons of treasure. 
Hard and fast 
after the galleons followed 


THE PIRATES 
For plunder; aud so much damage did the 
latter commit that the Spanish sovereign 
thought it worth his while to build a wall 
around Carthagena so wide and strong that 
forty horses could walk abreast on it, at an 
expense of more than ninety millions of 
dollars. 
Though no longer occupied, the ancient 
fortifications are still in tolerable condition. 
Their massive walls are to all appearance 
impregnable, and the subterranean pas­ 
sages leading from them may still be dis­ 
tinctly traced. 
Through one of these pas­ 
sage-, which leads outward to the foot of 
the mountains, communication used to be 
. maintained in time of siege. 
Another ran 
between an ancient fortress on a h ill and 
the dungeons of- the Inquisition, 
and 
through it pri-oners were conducted from 
prison to punishment. 
If you have read 
Charles Kingsley’s delightful story called 
“Westward H o!” you w ill remember that 
in it he describes Carthagena minutely, 
and imprisons his hero and heroine, Frauk 
and the Rose of Devon, in this same old 
fortrtss on the hillside. 
Through the 
underground passage we have mentioned, 
so the tale goes, they were dragged to the 
vaults of the Inquisition, where they en­ 
dured torments inconceivable and a ter­ 
rible death by fire. 
The Inquisition building still stands, but 
since the power of Catholicism was broken 
on this continent it has not been used for 
the torment of heretics. 
It remained 
empty for many years, but of late hits 
serval for the ignoble purpose of a tobacco 
factory, 
is >me time ago a party of United 
States naval offioers, finding time hang 
heavy on their hands while waiting in the 
harbor, attempted to explore Cartbagena s 
underground pathways, but they found 
them so full of obstructions and fallen de­ 
bris that not much progress could be 
made. 
Even the stately old castle, like every­ 
thing else about the place, has fallen into 
a mournful condition of decay, and is now 
used as a signal station, from which a flag 
is run up by a man on guard as soon as a 
vessel is seen to enter the harbor, thereby 
notifying the Captain of the Port aud the 
merchant.- of the city of its approach. 
There are several once fine but uow dilapi­ 
dated churches in Carthagena and many 
decrepit palaces, which, though partially 
in ruins, indicate the magnificence of the 
old-time grandees. 
Many of the palaces 
are now empty and others have degener­ 
ated into shabby tenement houses. 


THE CATHEDRAE, 


Though architecturally one of the largest 
to be found in the three America-, is some­ 
what shabby inside, and contains nothing 
worth mentioning except the big marble 
pulpit.' The latter is truly a magnificent 
affair, covered with exquisite carving-, 
and the good Carthageuians think, not 
without reason, that there is nothing like 
it under the sun. 
The story of its early 
vicissitudes adds to its value aud interest. 
About 300 years ago the Poj»e of Rome, 
wishing to -how esjiecial favor to his de­ 
vout subjects in New “Spain,” ordered the 
construction of this marble pulpit for Car- 
thagena’s cathedral. 
It was designed and 
carved in Rome by the foremo-t artists of 
the day, and when properly consecrated it 


no use trying to humbug “a sad sea dog,” 
he offered to sell his find to the Cartha- 
gen’ans for a good round sum. 
The money not being forthcoming, he 
declined to leave the pulpit and soon set 
sail, intending to carry out his original 
intention of selling it in Europe. 
But 
hardly had he left the harbor when a most 
frightful gale struck the ship, sending it 
to the bottom with all on board. 
The 
miraculous pulpit arose from the wreck 
unharmed, and one fine day it came float­ 
ing into the harbor of Carthagena. 
Aud 
at last it was safely placed in the sanctuary 
for which it .was intended, where it now 
remains. 
I am solemnly assured that the 
above account is absolutely correct, but of 
course there are no means of proving it, 
since all those concerned in the early his­ 
tory of the pulpit have beeu dust these 
two centuries and more. 
There is a faint prospect that this old 
city of Carthagena may retrieve its fallen 
forluues somewhat and become again a 
lively metropolis, if two of the enterprises 
that are now being agitated do not prove 
abortive. 
One of them is the construc­ 
tion of a railroad between Barracquilla 
and Carthagena, and the other is the re­ 
opening of the ancient dique or ship caual 
between the latter place and Calamar, 
which 
formerly connected 
Carthagena 
with the Magdalena river at a point many 
miles above the delta. 
When Cartha- 
geua's decline began, about the beginning 
of the present century, the ship canal fell 
into diseuse and gradually filled up with 
the riotous vegetation of the tropics. The 
old city has natural advantages far supe­ 
rior to any other in Colombia, and should 
either of the above-mentioned enterprises 
he carried out, it will again beeomc- the 
foremost city of the northern end of South 
America, with ea-v communication with 
the fertile valleys and plateaus of Colom­ 
bia’s interior, the gate of commerce iu 
time of peace, and, when war threatens, 
secure alike from siege and successful as­ 
sault. 
I have been shown the crumbling old 
f'M wherein 


VASCO NUNEZ DE BALBOA, 
The discoverer of the Pacific, lived in Car- 
thageua before his short and somewhat 
questionable career of fame began. 
It 
seems that the gay young nobleman had 
quickly gotten rid of all his fortune in 
^ 
_ 
Old Castile and soon after the return of - main of his father-in-law he tarried 


first dried by fire to prevent decay, and 
then wrapped’ in great quantities of cloth, 
which was interwoven with threads of 
gold and silver, and fastened here and 
there with native emeralds and lumps of 
gold. 
The sight of these rich bundles hanging 
all around a room was more than enough 
to extit* Spanish cupidity to such a pitch 
that no amount of indebtedness to their 
hospitable entertainers could 


SA V E T H E D EA D 
From desecration. 
To prevent this and 
satisfy Balboa’s demand, the chiefs eld­ 
est son brought four thousand ounces of 
gold and directed it to be divided among 
the guest-. 
Of course they got into a row- 
over its distribution: when the disgusted 
sqvage sprang between the disputants, 
dashed the* scale- to the ground and ex­ 
claimed: 
“Why do you tight for such 
trash as this ? 
If you want gold go be­ 
yond those mountains! 
There is a great 
sea, on which sail vessels like your own. 
The streams that flow into it are filled 
with gold, and the people who live on its 
shores eat from plates of gold.’’ 
The hasty words made a deep impres­ 
sion on Balboa and he immediately de­ 
manded to know all about the “great sea.” 
The young chief could not tell much, be­ 
yond the fact that the way thereto was 
one of danger and difficulty; but, proba­ 
bly iu hope of getting rid of the terrible 
guests, he offered to conduct them to it if 
they wi-hed to go. Of course they wanted 
to, if gold wa' so plentiful, and Balboa 
hurried off to Darien to prepare for the 
expedition. 
He sent to Spain for the men required, 
and after waiting long and anxiously iu 
vain, received word that Eneisco had re­ 
established himself iu the favor of the 
King, and was coming back at once to re­ 
sume command of the colony. 
Balboa 
knew very well that if he fell into the 
clutches of his old enemy he would be 
sent home in chains to answer to the 
charge of treason. 
There was but one 
course to save his precious head, and he 
lost 110 time in pursuing it—by calling 
upon volunteers to accompany him to the 
“great sea" and getting out of the way be­ 
fore Encisco’s arrival. 
Nearly 200 men 
responded to his call, and on ’ the first of 
September, 1513, he set out with a brigan­ 
tine and ten canoes. 
Reaching the do- 


Columbus from his fourth voyage lie fol 
lowed the tide of Spauish emigration to 
these shores to escape imprisonment for 
debt. 
In his new home lie soon succeeded 
iu loading himself with other liabilities 
and his creditors were on the point of 
arresting him to prevent his again run­ 
ning away, when he hit iqion the plan of 
escape with which every schoolboy is 
familiar. 
As the story is neither long nor 
prosy, and as its romance and tragedy is 
really a part of the history of Colombia 
aud was enacted right here in the places 
we are vi-iting, shall we review it from the 
pages of history ? 
I think it was in the year 1510 that 
_ 
Martin Francisco de Enciseo, whose name , have 
is closely inwrought with early colonial 
doings in this section, came first to Car­ 
thagena, which even then was a thriving 
town. 
In its harbor he found a brigan­ 
tine, which contained the discouraged 
remnant of a Spanish colony that had 
been driven by the hostility of the Indians 
from their settlement a little farther down 
the coast. 
Its leader was no less a person­ 
age than Francisco Bizarro, who had not 
yet entered upon his career of blood-lied 
iu Peru. 
Enciseo soon after sailed for St. 
Sebastian aud took Bizarro and his brig­ 
antine with him. 
Just before the vessel 
was to leave port some men brought on 
board an ordinary cask, supposed to con­ 
tain provisions, that was lowered into the 
hold with the rest of the cargo, but hardly 
had the shore faded from sight before out 
popped the head of this cask, followed by 
the figure of 


while, and from that point the iuland march 
began. 
Space will not permit an account of how 
they toiled over rocks and hills and 
through the thick undergrowth of tropical 
forests, morasses and jungle', suffering at 
every step from sickness, hunger and the 
fierce opposition of the Indians. 
After 
many battles, in which the sim jje natives 
were always routed with fear at the first 
discharge of firearms—they believing the 
strange weapons to be thunder and light­ 
ning iu human hands—the adventurers 
reached the foot of the mountain, from 
whose summit the guide assured them that 
the ocean was visible. 
Determined to

open the 


was shipped with greal ceremony on board 
a Spanish 
World. 
While on the way the vessel 
hauled by pirates, who ripped 
boxes containing the pulpit, and beit:_ 
angered at discovering nothing therein for 
which they could find any use 
tliev 
dumped the whole thing overboard in 
mid-ocean. 
But— wonder of wonders !— 
by direct interposition of the saints, not 
one of the ponderous cakes of solid marble 
could be made to 'ink ! 
The buccaneers, 
frightened .ut of their wits by this mira­ 
cle, fled from the shin, leaving all their 
booty. 
W ith great difficulty the Spanish 
sailor* got their sacred cargo 
aboard 
again and started on their way. 
But they 
had not orceeeded far before a second lot 
of sea-robbers overtook them aud burned 
the galleon, having made way with all its 
valuables and murdered every one of the 
crew. 
However, the saints still preserved the 
precious pulpit, and, while everything else 
wa» consumed or swallowed up by the 
greedy waves* it floated away serenely 
upon the surface of the sea, and, guided by 
invisible hands, finally went ashore on an 
unfrequented ¡►each a few mile above 
Carthagena. In heretical minds the query ! 
may arise why the saints aforesaid did not j 
save human life, time, trouble and ex- ! 
pcn-e by guiding the pirate ships in some j fan3 
sther direction, or at least by landing the 
pulpit in the right spot while they were 
about i t ; but it is not votsr business nor 


A SPANISH CAVALIER, 
High-ruffed and gauntleted, in gold-em­ 
broidered satin waistcoat, velvet breeches 
aud top-boots, no less a personage than the 
spendthrift nobleman, Don Balboa ! 
At first Enciseo was so angry at the de­ 
ception practiced upon him that he threat­ 
ened to put the stowaway ashore on a 
desert ¡'land, but relented when Balboa 
swore eternal allegiance and promised to be 
a good soldier in the murderous expedition 
then on the tapis—no doubt reflecting that 
he could not choose his followers from 
among the best society. 
On the way to St. Sebastian Encisco’s 
ship ran upon the rocks and was lost with 
all its cargo, hut most of the crew escaped 
to Bizarro’s brigantine. 
(W hile in this 
sorry plight Balboa bethought himself of 
an Indian village on the banks of a river 
called Darien, where he had heard the 
laud was fertile and the natives possessed 
plenty of gold, and he ottered to conduct 
the adventurers thereto. 
They easily captured the city of Darien 
aud compelled the inhabitants to deliver 
’ tip more than $50,(XX) worth of golden or­ 
naments, after which Eucisco established a 
colony there and forbade anybody but 
himself to traffic with the natives under 
penalty of death. This too arbitrary order 
caused a split in the hitherto peaceful 
party, for Encisco’s followers were quite as 
covetous xs their leader. 
Headed by Bal­ 
boa they joined iu making this bone of 
contention the basis of a revolt; aud so 
well did Balboa manage matters that he

soon appointed Governor 
of the 
colony, with absolute authority over it, 
while Eucisco was recalled to Spain in dis­ 
grace. 
The new Governor sent Bizarro to ex­ 
plore the neighboring provinces, and after 
that worthy had l>een driven hack by the 
; Indians, he headed a similar expedition 
himself. W hile cruising along these coasts 
i of Colombia he picked up two Spaniards 
; in the dress (or rather the undress) of In­ 
dians, who proved to be deserters from nn- 
| other Spanish colony and had long been 
I living in an iuterior province under the 
j protection of a great cacique named C'a- 
-eta. Though the latter had spared tlieir 
, worthless lives and treated them with un- 
j varying kindness they did not hesitate in 
I offering to pilot Balboa to the Indian vil­ 
! lage, which they declared to contain a 
\ great store of the precious metal so ar­ 
; dently desired by the adventurers. 
When the expedition reached 


THE FIRST GLIMPSE 
Of it himself, Balboa ordered a halt here 
and went into camp that his sick and 
wounded followers might have needed rest. 
At the first peep of day he prepared to as­ 
cend with sixty picked companions. 
It 
was high noon before they emerged from 
the dense forest and stood at the base of a 
stonv peak that crowned the mountain top. 
Bidding the rest remain behind until he 
gave them a signal, Balboa pushed for­ 
ward alone until he reached the summit, 
and there below him, stretching away to 
the horizon, lay the mighty sea, whose 
shining waters had never before been be­ 
held by the e /e of a white man. 
His followers dashed after him, Fran­ 
cisco Bizarro among the first and a young 
priest, who at once set up the chant, 1 
Deum Laudamos, in which all joined on 
bended knees. 
Then, as usual, they set up 
a wooden cross on a mound of stones, and 
by that means took formal possession of 
land aud sea in the name of their King 
and the Bope. 
To carry the story to its conclusion, the 
adventurers, after many hardships, re­ 
turned to D arien; whence Balboa de­ 
spatched a ship to Spain with the news of 
his grand discovery and one-fifth of all the 
gold he had taken. 
By this time Enciseo 
had returned to Spain and a new Governor 
was in command at Darien. 
The latter 
had Balboa tried on the old charge of 
treason ; but he was acquitted and then 
started to carry out liis intention of ex­ 
ploring the ocean he had named Pacifica, 
and finding those peopie who ate from 
plates of gold. 
Crossing the mountains that form the 
baekltone of the Isthmus, he built vessels 
on the banks of the Valsa river, visited 
the Bearl islands in I’anama bay and 
cruised some distance down the «coast. 
Meantime jealous enemies at home, egged 
in by Enciseo, reported that lie intended 
to set up a colony of his own on the Pa­ 
cific side of the 1'tiimus. 
Thereupon the 
Governor of Darien summoned Balboa 
back to his capital, ostensibly to hold 
with him a friendly consultation. Against 
the advice of his comrades Balboa went. 
The Governor had him arrested on a 
charge of treason, and after going through 
the form of a trial condemned him to 
death. 
Almost immediately he was led 
forth to execution, preceded by a crier 
who proclaimed him to be a traitor to the 
Crown. 
W ith h’s last breath Baliioa in­ 
dignantly denied the charge. 
He was 
just forty-one years old, in the prime of 
life and in the beginning of possible use­ 
fulness, when—pinioned to a chair upon a 
lii^u platform—lie looked his last upon 
thi' world. 
He was undoubtedly a great scamp, but 
averaged pretty well on the whole tor a 
sixteenth century crusader.

and as a reward for his splendid discovery 
he fell victim to the same mean spirit of 
jealousy which caused Columbus to be car­ 
ried in chains to the prisou where he died.

aPACHE PARADISE. 


HOW A F LUCKY OFFICER COUNTED IN­ 
DIANS IN ARIZONA.

A parallelogram formed by a liue from 
Camp Verde eastward to the W hite Moun­ 
tain-. south to the San Carlos, continued 
westward to Camp McDowell, and thence 
north to the point first named, would con­ 
tain 15.000 square miles of rocky moun­ 
tain peaks, deep canyons, heavily j wooded 
mountain streams, and dark pine forests. 
Here and there beautiful little valleys or 
parks are found, each an isolated oasis, and 
it is in'this isolation aud the intervening 
barriers that the peculiar difficulties of 
the region tor campaigning purposes are 
discovered. 
After incredible upward toil along the 
zig-zag trail, the scouting party reaches 
the sharp rocky ridge, whence the almo?t 
precipitous descent begins to the pleasant 
camp ground far below, and it is plainly 
seen from the commanding hight that the 
beautiful grassy plain is of very limited 
extent, and shut iu on all sides by almost 
impracticable mountains. 
Thus are an­ 
ticipations of rest and refreshment some­ 
what dashed by the prospect of the inter­ 
minable, 
heart-breaking, 
rock-climbing 
struggle to begin again at day-break. 
In 
most wild mountain regions the narrow 
berme on the edge of streams, or the bed 
of the stream itself, is the only passable 
route, but here the mountain torrents that 
pour out in every direction from the great 
ranges pa." for the most part through dark 
precipitous box canyons which cut off com­ 
munication between the parks, strung to­ 
gether like beads by the pure, clear, deep 
streams, and all who would penetrate the 
mountain ranges must do so by painfully 
climbing their rugged sides. 
In this Apache paradise many varieties 
of climate are found. 
From the cool shade 
of the pine forests on the “Black Mesa” to 
the burning sandy wastes that form the 
valleys of the Salt and Gila rivers one 
passes from one extreme to the other, but 
would prefer rather to remain in the worst 
than encounter the torture of a journey 
over the miles on miles of confused and 
jumbled masses of rocky mountain peaks 
to reach the better. 
The theater of operations thus faintly 
outlined, as well as adjacent portions of tlie 
immense Territory of Arizona, lias'been 
for many years the scene of innumerable 
conflicts between the troops and the many 
Apache tribe-. 
A record carefully com­ 
piled by the historian of one of theea\«lry 
regiments which took its share ot the suf­ 
ferings and hardships of the mountain 
scouting between the years 1 "71-85 shows 
that in that period the regiment had uine- 
tv-seveu combats with the marauding sav­ 
ages. 
° 
Early in the year 1872 it became evi­ 
dent that a portion of the Arivipa Apaches 
were using Camp Grant as a base of sttp- 
plies, and pushing their marauding parties 
out in every direction into the settled 
parts of the Territory. 
The dread enter­ 
tained by the settlers for these marauders 
is best appreciated when the character and 
mode of warfare of the mountain tribes are 
understood. 
As an old wagon-master re­ 
marked to a cavalry officer: “We have a 
horror of them that you feel for a ghost. 
We never see them, but when on the road 
are always looking over our shoulders in 
anticipation. 
When they strike,• all we 
see is the flash of the rifle resting with 
secure aim over a pile of stones,” behind 
which, like a snake, the red murderer lies 
at full length. 
Ail the Apaches are footmen, mountain 
climbers. 
They will steal horses and use 
them, but when driven into the mountains 
tile horses become a part of their rations. 
Graceful, well formed, with legs of steel 
wire, light and active as a cat, the Apache 
on the rocky hillside is unapproachable, 
and to fight him. with any chances of suc­ 
cess, lie has to be attacked with skill and 
great caution at gray dawn in his bivouac 
far up among the rocks. 
Many a surprise 
has been effected by night marches against 
natural fortresses absolutely unassailable 
in the daytime by any number of men, 
and where, if the Indians had discovered 
the ascending columns, even iu the night, 
they could have repulsed them with great 
slaughter. 
As a first step in the campaign, the 
commanding General directed that 
all 
warriors 
receiving 
rations 
should 
be 
counted every day at a place to be selected, 
within five miles of the post. 
In order 
that the officer detailed for this delicate 
and dangerous duty might be able to 
ide tify and keep a record of the young 
men, a metal tag with a number was issued 
to each Indian of fighting age. 
Many of 
the Indians receiving the order with sul­ 
len dissatisfaction, because, if carried out, 
it checked tlieir rovings. 
Seated on their 
heels in increasing concentric circles in 
front of the General, the crouching attitude 
and the steady glare of their l>ead-Hke 
eyes made them resemble snakes coiled 
ready to strike, and it was plain that when 
opportunity offered they would resist by 
the most deadly means this effort to scotch 
them. 
The next dav the cavalry officer detailed 
rode out four mile? from the post, accom­ 
panied by one orderly, to meet the young 
savages and make the first count. 
The officer selected was one who had 
seen considerable service and fighting, but 
he subsequently confessed that he would 
have been glad to exchange the duty as­ 
signed to him for a detail to lead a forlorn- 
hope over a breastwork. 
However, lie had beeu told by the Gen­ 
eral that it was U ndesirable to send a force 
on the duty, as some of the warriors might 
become alarmed, and in their ignorance 
make trouble, and that the object was to 
give the Indians a fair chance. 
So out he 
rode, with liis heart in his throat, feeling 
pretty confident that unless lie k e p t his 
head some young “buck” would stab him 
in the back, and thus distinguishing him­ 
self, take his departure for the war-path. 
The place selected was at the foot of a hill 
on which was situated the largest Indian 
vi.lage of the reservation. Arriving at the 
poiut, the officer was met by the whole 
band rtt-hing down the hill-side with yells 
aud shouts, anil a- they approached nearer 
he had the horror of perceiving that they 
were nearly all drunk. 
They had been 
celebrating the disagreeable order of the 
day before by a “tiswiu” spree. 
The Lieutenant received the charge by 
dismounting and standing, With a noncha­ 
lance which was far from natural, at the 
font of a hu ge cottonwood tree, the orderly, 
mounted, holding the horse a few yards iu 
the rear. 
It was soon apparent that sev­ 
eral of the chiefs had remained sober, and 
were doing their utmost to prevent trouble, 
aud l>v their exertions the rabble was 
halted about twenty yards from the tree, 
and seated with some attempt at the usual 
half-circle formation. 
The counting of­ 
ficer then approached, with book and pen­ 
cil iu hand, and though appreciating the 
danger ot 
assassination, 
he 
resolutely 
passed along the front of each circle and 
checked off the numbers on the tags. 
Many of the rascals, with impudent 
drunken leers, shook the tags in his face, 
and one fellow refused to show his. 
Boss­ 
ing the mutiueer for the time being, the 
Lieutenant concluded the checking pro­ 
cos-. 
He wa- now confronted by a for­ 
midable problem : either he mast capture 
the drunken young savage or submit to the 
indignity of seeing the orders intrusted to 
him for execution treated with contempt, 
of which the Indians were sure to take ad­ 
vantage, taking it for a confession of weak­ 
ness. 
In this perplexity he called up the 


orderly with the horses, an d th e n tu rn e d 
to one of the most reliable chiefs sta n d in g 
n ear, a n d m ad e signs to h im to b rin g up 
th e y o u n g wau and force h im to show his 
tag . 
The yoUDg fellow lounged up w hen 
h id d en by th e chief, b u t stood im m ovable, 
s ta rin g at th e representative of the Gov­ 
ernment with d ru n k e u insolence. 
Giving the 
orderly, 
who 
was 
still 
mounted, a few words of direction, tiie 
Lieutenant mounted his own horse a- if to 
ride off) and at a signal the orderly, a tine 
old soldier, suddenly drew his revolver 
and covered the young savage, at the same 
time making an imperious sign to him to 
jump up behind the officer. 
The old chief 
took in the situation instantly, and seizing 
the fellow under the arms, almost threw him 
up on the croup of the horse behind the 
Lieutenant, and so, covered by the steady 
pistol of the orderly they rode off. 
Tiie 
Indians were quick to appreciate the de­ 
feat of the braggart, and the little proces­ 
sion ot prisoner and captor- was followed 
by yells, screams and jeering laughter. 
The prisoner was safely lauded iu the post 
guard-house, a substantial witness of the 
nerve and courage of a resolute officer over 
the savage fury of the Apache. 
Such cap­ 
ture- were not always made so successfully. 
A few months later twosoldier- approached 
to arrest a young fellow who wa- -eated on 
j the ground wrapped iu a blanket. 
Quick 
! as thought the Indian threw off the 
blanket, and by a right and left stroke with 
a knife killed one soldier and severely 
wounded the other. 
N o further trouble occurred at the daily 
verification of the Indians. 
The young 
Í men who preferred war to steady rations 
| quietly slipped away and were seen no 
more, and a correct estimate of the num­ 
ber of the hostile- was the result of the 
counting process.— G»n. Wesley .1/ rift, U.

T h e M y s te r io u s M u sic o f P a s c a g o u la . 
It was late one evening in September, 
1875, that I first heard the mysterious 
music of Bascagoula. 
An old fisherman 
called tne from the house where I then 
was, to come down on the river bank and 
“ hear the spirits singing under the wa­ 
ter.” 
Full of eager curiosity I readily 
obeyed the summons, and, if what I heard 
can not be properly called music, it was 
certainly mysterious. 
From out of the 
waters of the river, apparently some forty 
feet from its shelving bank, rose a roaring, 
murmuring .sound, which gradually in­ 
creased. in strength and volume until it 
had reached its hight, when it as slowly 
descended. 
It nevei; advanced or receded, 
but it seemed always in the same spot: 
aud, though I remained there some time, 
it never ceased, but continued to rise and 
fall in the manner that I have indicated 
above. 
The reader may obtain a better 
idea of the music if he ivili place his ear 
against a telegraph pole, the timber of 
which acting, as a souuding-hoard for the 
wires that are played upon by the wind,give- 
forth a strange, tremulous sound, that is 
an exact counterpart of the “ mu-icof Pas- 
cagoula”— with this difference, however, 
that whereas the music of the wires is 
very wavering and tremulous, that of the 
water rises and falls with a steady swell.

Kitty Kursale is a good jig dancer, 
but sings indifferently.

H eath, in a plantation specialty, were 
exceedingly amusing and wholly orig­ 
inal, 
but one phase of the act is ob­ 
jectionable — it • would 
be sufficient to 
“ blew'' off a hat without accompanying it 
by what appears to be offensive action. The 
Clipper (¿uartet introduces four fine voices, 
the tenor being especially robust and m usi­ 
cal. 
Two of the singers appear a3 “gro­ 
tesques,” and while t eir burlesque is 
laughable.it is the fine co .er’eds 'nging that 
commends the quartet.

T h e S ta te B o a n l o f H e a lth U rg es P e o p le 
to G u a rd A g a in s t F e v e rs. 
Secre-ary Tyrrell of the State Board of 
H ealth, in his report for March, says : 
M ortality reports received from 101 local­ 
ities. containing an estimated population of 
855,600, give the num ber of decedents as 
1,189, a m onthly percentage of 133 per 
thousand, or an annual m ortality at the 
rate of 10 56 per thousand, which is a fur­ 
ther decrease from the death rate iu Feb­ 
ruary, which was 17.23 per annum . Dis­ 
eases of the respiratory crgaus still con­ 
tinue to add more than their quota to the 
bills of mortality, as they din iu January 
and February. 
Their fatality is now on 
the decrease, although we find that con­ 
sum ption caused the death of 233 persons, 
which is nearly as great as the mortality 
for February. 
Pneumonia likewise caused 
the death of 143 persons, which is a decrease 
of 17 from last report, but yet far above 
tbe average deaths from this cause. 
Bron­ 
chitis was fatal in 47 instances. This is an 
increase of 11 from last report, and indi­ 
cates the great prevalence of the disease. 
D iphtheria and croup collectively caused 
28 deatns—13 from diphtheria and 15 from 
croup. D iarrto ji and dysentery were fatal 
in 8 instances only, which is a slight in­ 
crease over last report, but still an unusu­ 
ally sm all m ortality. 
Cholera infantum 
was not reported as Laving caused a single 
death, which is quite remarkable, as it is 
the first time it has failed to do so within 
the past year. 
Reports received from 102 different local­ 
ities do not indicate m uch subsidence of 
the diseases of the respiratory organs so 
prevalent in January and February. Pneu­ 
monia. bronchitis, cougesiion of the lungs 
and influenza were reported in almost ev- 
e rj locality heard from. 
Influenza, how ­ 
ever, is subsiding, and no longer partakes 
of the epidemic torm. 
The Health Officer 
in T rinity county repoUs the death of four­ 
teen Chinamen fiom “la grippe,” which is 
a remarkable circumstance, as the Chinese, 
as a tule, do not seem to be as susceptible 
to tbe disease as the white people. 
Small-pox is not reported in California 
The Stale Board of H ealth of Connecticut 
reports the disease in Meriden, in that 
State, to the num ber of nineteen cast s. As 
this disease can be transported in clothing 
or baggage, the importance of our know l­ 
edge of the places of its existence cannot 
be overestimated. 
Typhoid lever is not as prevalent as it 
will be when the ground begins to dry out 
after the excessive rainfall. 
We should at 
this time rem ember that the occurreuce oi 
unusual am ounts of rain, supersaturating 
the earth, disturbs the coutents of privies 
and cesspools, causing (he carriage from 
these receptacles to be deposited in new lo­ 
calities and perhaps at far distant points. 
Now, supposing any ot the c ntents of 
these privies and cesspools contain the 
germs of typhoid fever, their deposition on 
the ground and subsequent desiccation or 
carnage into our water supply m ight be 
the cause of a serious epidemic. We know, 
at all events, that the puirefaction of or­ 
ganic matter is inimical to health, and the 
debris left after the subsidence of large ad> 
cumulations of water should be removed 
from around our dwellings, our outhouses, 
our alleys and our streets, carried away and 
buried deep or burned. The cleansiDg cf 
our premises is now a wise precaution 
against future sickness, and as typhoid 
fever is peculiarly a filth disease, its mode 
of prevention is essentially cleanliness. 
The typhoid germ can be swallowed in 
food as well as drank in water. 
Professor 
Vaughan, of the Michigan University, dis­ 
covered the bacillus in sewer air, and Dr. 
Baker, the em inent Secretary of the State 
Board ot Health of Michigan, contracted 
th ed isease.it is supp: sed, from the air of 
this very same sewer. 
Our Health Officers 
are therefore requested to urge upon their 
several districts the extreme necessity that 
exists at this tim e to remove all accum ula­ 
tions of debris and filth from about their 
habitations, as what are now harm less de­ 
posits, will, in the presence of increasing 
tem perature, become masses of putrescent 
and dangerous organic matter, that is cer­ 
tain to deteriorate tne health and infallibly 
expose tbe system to a condition favorable 
to the receptivity of disease gernts and 
their successful cultivation in tbe soil thus 
prepared for their accommodation End de­ 
velopment. 
It is only by the education of 
the public to these dangers that we can 
hope to avoid them , and to the H ealth Of­ 
ficers the public look for such information, 
and for such safeguards to its health,which 
their education in sanitation particularly 
enables them to supply and direct.
